The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The previously withdrawn method claims have been rejoined. 
The claims are allowable over the cited prior art because the prior art does not 
teach, disclose nor make obvious the claimed composition comprising specific salt of 
florfenicol i.e. florfenicol butyrate and a pharmaceutically acceptable solvent set forth in 
claim 34. 

Applicants' declaration showing unexpected result of only florfenicol butyrate 
showing superior pharmacokinetic profile compared with other salts of florfenicol such 
as acetate and hexanoate is persuasive.
